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Making connections 
1-Wired networks use physical wiring and cables which are plugged into holes on devices, 
called ports. 
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2- Devices can be connected without wiring by using radio waves 
(Wireless or Wi-Fi). 
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- Computers need different network connection devices to transfer data. 
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SERVERS: a computer which provides services 
to other computers; they have large amounts of data storage 
that exist either as hardware or on the Internet. 
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MODEM: a device that connects a local area network (LAN) to the internet. 
It converts the signal from the internet service provider (ISP) 
and transforms a signal into a digital signal that can be read by devices. 
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HUBS: allows wired devices to connect to a network and pass information to all the devices 
on that network. This can make them very slow, as there is a lot of information moving 
around. 
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SWITCHES: work in a similar way to a hub, but they can send data to a specific device over 
a network, which helps to make connections easier and faster. 
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Artificial intelligence (Al) 
is a machine's intelligence that can be used to problem- solve. 
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Examples of Al on your devices are navigation, voice recognition, and virtual 

assistants. Al also makes it possible for your phone or laptop to create holograms, which 
is 3-dimensional (3D) image that you can see without the use of special glasses or 
equipment. 
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A regular 3D image that is not a hologram will appear as your standard 2D 
image (no depth) unless you wear special 3D glasses. Holographic images are becoming 
increasingly popular

Augmented reality (AR) combines the real world with a virtual world by adding 
computer-generated images. This can be done through the camera of a smartphone or a 
tablet
